In addition to this I jTMent you the authority 

of Mr. Buchanan the present distinguished Chief 
Magistrate of the United States, whose earl? 
counsels are so worthy of the consideration of 
his later years, and who, upon the occasion of the 
admission of Michigan, expressed himself in the 
following emphatic language: 

••We ought not to apply the rig id rules of abstract 
political science loo rigorously to such eases. It has 
beeu our practice heretofore to treat our infant Territo- 
ries w-ith parental care, to nurse tu«m with kindness, 
and when they had attained the age of manhood, to 
•dniA litem into the family without requiring from 
them a rigid adherence to forms. The great questions 
to be decided are: Do they contain a sufficient popula- 
tion? liave thev adopted a Republican Constitution? 
And are they willing to enterthe Union upon Uie terms 
which we propose? If so. all the preliminary proceed- 
ings have been considered but mere forms, which we 
have waived in repeated instances. They are but the 
;nf the buildmg, which is of no further use 
diflce is complete. We have pursued this 
I !■ regard to Tennessee, to Arkansas, and even 
to Michigan- No Senator will pretend that their Terri. 
torial legislatures had any right whatever lo pass laws 
enabling the people to elect delegates lo a convention 
for the purpose of forming a State Constitution. It was 
an act of usurpation on their part.*' 

And on the same subject, Mr. Calhoun, the 
brightest constitutional luminary of all, used the 
following brief but emphatic words: 

"My opinion is, and ever was, thai the proceeding of 
the people of Michigan, in taking the first steps to form 
a Sute Constitution without wailing forthc assent or Con- 
gress, was revolutionary." 

If these quotations fail to convince, then; so 
far as my Democratic auditors extend, they would 
not be convinced though one rose from the dead. 
But to obviate these high tuthorities and these 
unanswerable arguments, it is now stated that 
the Kansas Nebraska act is itself an enabling 
act, dispensing with all others. Unfortunately 
for those who affirm this, it prores too much for 
them. That act, it is true, "leaves the people 
perfectly free to form their domestic institutions 
in their own way, subject only to the Constitu- 
tion. " Prior to it the people had been restrain 
ed in this "perfect freedom" by the provisions of 
the Missouri compromise line, which prohibited 
slavery north of 3G° HO north latitude; and this 
provision was intended merely to apply to the 
condition and privileges of the people when sub 
sequent to the repeal of this line, they should 
come legally to form their domestic institutions 
in their own way, and was not intended to con 
ier upon them any new powers or privileges, 
contrarr to the consent of Congres, whereby they 
might at pleasure cast off their territorial allege 
ance. If such be not the true interpretation of 
this clause— if it conferred upon the people of the 
Territory the inherent right at any time they 
pleased to form a Constitution and claim admis- 
sion absolutely uuder it, how can we resist the ap- 
plication of those who formed the justly anduni 
versally repudiated Topeka Constitution for ad 
mission under it into the Union of these States. 
Their Constitution is first in point of time, and it 
will be observed that is not the Legislature of the 
Territory, but the "people of the Territory," that 
are left "perfectly free to form their own domes 
tic institutions in their own way;" and hence, up- 
on this hypothesis and language of the law, you 
x.eed not aDply for an enabling act even from the 
Territorial Legislature, because thit language 
does not confer the power upon the Legislature, 
but confers it "on the people;" and the high pre 
rogative of making a Constitution is not a iegis 
lative function. Besides, if the Kansas Nebras- 
ka act enabled the Legislature of Kansas to call 
a constitutional convention, why did President 
Pierce recommend, and why did the Democratic 
Senate under his Administration, with singular 
unanimity, pass an act authorizing Kansas to 
call a convention. Without pursuing this argu 
ment further, 1 conclude, from the high authori 
ties cited and from the reasons already adduced 
—1st. That the Legislature of Kansas was not 
competent to commit an act of political suicide, 
and to subvert and overturn the veiv power of 
which they were but constituted the keepers, 
guardians, and preservers, by the Congress of the 
United States; and 2d, that the Kansas territorial 
law was in no sense an act which enabled its Leg 
islature thus to subvert the territorial existence 
at its pleasure. 

It follows, then, that the Lecompton Constitu- 
tion is not an imperative legality. That it can 
not challenge and demand our implicit and un- 
questioning submission, because it comes eccred 
ited to us by all the regularities and forms of 
law. But losing these high pretensions, which 
are all the title "that it brings, it loses all. For, 
unless it can be sustained upon the ground of le- 
gitimacy, it has no other foundation to sustain 
it. 

Mr. Chairman, let it not be inferred from anv- 
thing I have said that I hold it illegal or rebel- 
lious for a Territorial Legislature to institute 
prelimioary proceedings in order to bring about 
the transition from a territorial to a State condi- 
tion. All I wish to establish is that their pro 
ceedings bind not the government of the United 
States, or render it in any sense imperative upon 
such government to admit 6uch Territory into the 
Union" as a State, merely because the Territorial 
Legislature have gone regularly through the for- 
malities it may have instituted. The power of 
the United States, and the duty of the United 
States, stand untouched and unaffected by these 
subordinate territorial formalities, except so far 
as they may address themselves to the Congress 
of the United States as matter of petition, de- 
ing its favorable consideration from their in- 
>nt~ merit, and not from tLeir inherent legali 

2. If the Lecompton Constitution be legal in 
form, are there not facts connected with it that 
render it invalid in fact? Mr. Chairman, this field 
of my argumeut has been perfectly exhausted. — 
Let me add but a few words to what has been so 
much better said by so many others. And let me 
premiss that the Congressof the United States is 
no stress, or legal or political necessity, to 
new States into this Confederacy. Neither 
• any other Territory, can demand as 
a right admission into this Union; although she 
may have formed a Republican Constitution, and 
although every man, woman and child within her 
borders desired it, yet the right and the power to 
• t or not to admit, according to its own will and 
i alone in the Congress of the United 



have made themselves a Constitution — one at 
Topeka, relying for its support upon your naked 
doctrine of Popular Sovereignty; the other at Le- 
compton, relying upon popular sovereignty, en 
dorsad by Legislative Intervention without con 
gressional sanction. The latter is much the best, 
I think of the two, but both bad. Each party has 
endeavored, as far as possible, to ignore the 
other and to refrain from a recognition of the 
legal validity of it, acta. The free State party 
believed it was outraged and trodden down by an 
invasion from Missouri, which gave despotic 
character to the Legislature, inasmuch as it was 
elected, not bv the people of the Territory but by 
alleged invaders, and hence, thereafter, it ab 
stained from participating in elections authorized 
by this Legislature. Whilst the slave State party 
denied the extent of the force and violence charg 
ed by their opponents, and justified themselves 
by the charge that emigrant aid societies had 
thrown upon Kansas, for the purpose of control 
ling its domestic institutions, a population as spu- 
rious as any introduced from adjacent States. 

Thus waged the war, until delegates were au 
thorized to be chosen by the Territorial Legisla- 
ture to form a Constitution preparatory to the 
admission of Kansas into the Union. From this 
point onward we have a right, and it is our duty, 
to look, in order to ascertain what it is proper for 
us to do. Delegates under the law were to be 
apportioned among the thirty four counties of the 
Territory according to their population, to be as 
certained by a census directed to be taken. This 
was fair and right, and ought to have been done; 
but, if we may believe the very highest authori- 
ties on this subject, it was not done, and by reas 
on of the failure nearly one half of the counties of 
the Territory were denied any representation in 
the convention that formed the Constitution under 
which they were to live. Hear what Gov Walk 
er aud Secretary Stanton say on this subject.— 
Gov Walker, in his letter to Gen. Cass, of the 
15th Dec, 1857, says: 

"In nineteen of these counties there was no census, 
and therefore there could be no such apportionment 
th'-r.- of delegates. based upon such census; and in fif- 
teen of these counties there was no registry of voters.— 
These fifteen* counties, including many of the oldest or- 
ganized counties of the Territory, were entirety disfran- 
chised, and did not give, and (by no fault of their own) 
could not give.asolitarv vole for delegates to the con- 
vention.*' • •••••••• 

"In fifteen counties out of thirty-four there was no 
registry , and not a solitary' vote was given or could be 
given tor delegates to the convention in any of these 
counties." 

Governor Stanton, in corroboration of this state 
ment, in his address to the people of the United 
States, says: 

"The registration required by law had been imperfect 
in all the counties, and had been wholly omitted in 
one-half of them; nor could the people of these dis 
franchise.! ceuniie* vote in any 
has be 



This high power and unlimited discretion is 
expressed in the Constitution of the Uuited 
States in these simple words: "New States may 
be admitted by the Congress into this Union." 
In the exercise of this high prerogative, perhaps 
the most morally grand of any which our current 
history exhibits, the Congress has the right and 
it is its duty, to look with the utmost scrutiny 
and caution upon every fact, circumstance, and 
condition which bears upon the prudence, fitness, 
and propriety of the permanent relations it is about 
to establish between the new comer into the Con- 
federacy and the old ; and if there be any time and 
any act which. above all others, should demand 
the exercise of the utmost good faith, forbear- 
ance, and honesty, it is this. I do not hesitate 
to declare th;it, if new States are to be precipitat- 
ed into this Confederacy contrary to the consent 
of a material portion of the old ones, and above 
all, with constitutions contrary to the asserted 
will of a material portion of the citizens of such 
new State, then arc the sappers aud miners at 
work beneath die foundations of the Republic, 
and the enemv to it* perpetuation has entered 
within its wails. 

Mr Chairman, if we could for a moment re 
Jieve ourselves of all party bias and excitement, 
we should find the facta pertaining to the Kansas 
question to be few and simple. A portion of its 
people are in favor of a Constitution with slave- 
ry; another portion is in favor of a Constitution 
without it For years they have been waging a 
e contest, disturbing the quiet and 
of the Union, and seeking political ad 
esof each other. Both of these parties 



I could multiply proofs on this subject, but it 
is unncessary. These are sufficient, except to 
those determined not to believe. It is true that 
many of the free State party refused to vole for 
delegates to form the Constitution. They pro 
fessed to believe, aud perhaps did believe, they 
would de defrauded out of their votes by their 
opponents, who had complete control of all the 
machinery by which the elections were to be 
conducted; and they were unwilliug, as before 
stated, by voting at an election authorized by 
what they denominated the Bogus Legislature, to 
recognize the validity of its acts. I am not 
their advocate or defender. I think in all this 
they did wrong; and the other side were wrong 
in not taking the census and registration as far 
as practic ble. to give to all the right and un 
questionable American privilege of being repre 
•ented in the body which was to ordain their 
highest law. The free State party in some of the 
counties made an attempt to elect delegates to 
the convention, notwithstanding the failure to 
take the census and registration. Their dele- 
gates were rejected. I will not dwell on these 
things. One fact of importance, during the pro- 
gress of this election, occurred. It was the un 
equivocal, clear, distinct, and absolute promise 
of the Governor, in his own name, and in the 
name of the President of the United States; it was 
the promise of his Secretary, Mr. Stanton; it was 
the promise of Mr. Calhoun and many of his 
associates, that the Constitution, when formed by 
the convention, should be submitted to the peo- 
ple for their ratification or rejection. 

Governor Walker, everywhere in Kansas, 
pledged his honor, by the approval, as he told the 
people, of the President and his cabinet, that the 
Constitution should be submitted. Without stop 
ping to refer to his inaugural, in which he is 
most emphatic on this point, I read from a speech 
of his delivered at Topeka, on the 8th of June, 

Mr* tof* pubh,hed m the T °P ek * stmtummn of 

"At the next election. In October, when you elect the 
Territorial Legislature, you can repeal these laws; and 
you can also, by a majority of yourowii votes, adept er 
reject the Constitution presented for > our consideration 
next fall. Can you not peaceably decide this question 
in the mode pointed out by the act of Congress, if you, 
as you can and will, have a full opportunity of record- 
ing vour vote? [A voice. How are we to ge't il?] Vou 
w ill get it by the convention submitting the Constitution 
to the vote of the whole people. [A voice,' Who is to elect 
convention':] That is the grand question.* Gentlemen, 
it is a comparatively small point by whom the Consti- 
tution is submitted. Don't let us run awav after shad- 
ows. The great substantial point is this: Will the 
whole people of Kansas next fall, by a fair election, im- 
partially and fairly conducted by impartial judges, have 
an opportunity to decide for themselves what shall be 
their form of Government, and what shall be their so- 
cial institutions'; I say they will; but I go a step further. 
[A voice, "Have you the power?] If 1 have not the pow- 
er to bring it about, if the convention will not do it, I 
will join you in lawful opposition lo their proceedings. 
JTrie» of 'Good!' 'Good.' 'We held you to your prom- 
ise. Nothing can be asked fairer than that.*]*' 

This, with me, is high matter of substance. 
Here you see a people, jealous of their rights, 
holding earnest question with their Governor, 
and receiving from him solemn answer, touching 
I those import int rights upon which we are acting 
now; and. in consideration of his solemn pledge 
I that the Constitution should be fairly submitted 
to them, yielding it up indifferently to be formed 
by those who might be selected to do it, yet re 
lying upon their own ultimate right to pass judg 
ment upon it in the last resort. Shall we obtain 
the benefits of their non-action, without com 
plying with the conditions upon which it was pro 
cured? Shall we, in any sense, fail to comply 
with the solemn assurances thus given? It will 
not do to say that Governor Walker had no au- 
thority to make these assurances. That he had 
the authority of the President there is no doubt. 
He states it, and it is not denied. Whether he 
had authority or not, the confiding people be- 
lieved he had, and it would be inconsistent with 
all my notions of propriety and honor to take 
advantage of their ignorance or credulity to wring 
from them advantages which they at least held 
sacred. I cannot — I will not do it. 

How the Constitution was submitted, Mr. 
Chairman, we all know. The slavery clause 
was only submitted; and, strange to tell, you 
could not vote agaiust the slavery clause with 
out swearing to support the Constitution with 
slavery. An act like that needs no comment. I 
am a slaveholder and a friend of slavery; but, 
thank God, slavery needs no instrumentality like 
that for its extension, and its most dangerous ad 
versaries are those who would identify it with 
violations of personal propriety and honor, and 
especially with an outrage upon the unquestioned 
American right of the people, when forming a 
Constitution, to say whether it shall exist with 
them or not. Wheu the slavery clause of the 
Constitution was submitted, some 6,226 are re- 
ported to have voted for it; of which subsequent 
investigations have shown 2,720 were fraudulent, 
569 votes were cast in favor of the Constitution 
without slavery; thus leaving only 2,937 votes in 
favor of the Constitution with slavery. So great 
was the excitement of the people of Kansas at 
the events I have thus detailed, that we are in 
formed by Governor Stanton that they were al 
most on the point of civil war, which was only pre 
vented bv his convening the legislature. 

In the hope (which proved successful «of re- 
storing peace, a law was passed taking the sense 
of the entire people for and against the Consti- 
tution, abolishing all test oaths, and leaving all 
free vote just as they please. The result of that 
election was that 10,226 persons voted against 
the Constitution. The friends of the 
Constitution did not vote. This 
held on the 4th January, 1858. 

Mr. Pkvtok, (interrogating.) I ask mv col 
league whether he believes that the 10,226 
votes cast on the 4th of January were all buna 
tide legal votes? 

Mr. IWawooo I will state, in all frankness, 



that ft is my opinion — mere guess work, of coarse 
— that it is highly probable they were not. I will 
say, however, in all candor to my colleague. 
whos^Jljttf ruptiun is agreeable, or certainly not 
embaMbjsing to me, that there is no proof that 
any oTihat vote was fraudulent or illegal, and 
that an concurrent testimony agrees in proving 
that three fourths or more of the inhabitants of 
Kansas ire inimical to the Constitution. \ 

Mr. Pbytow. I would like to know fromlnT 
col'eague how he arrives at that conclusion I j ' 

Mr. Underw%oo. 1 am gratified at the oppor- 
tunity of saying to my friend that I arrive at it 
from various soirees of information— authentic 
sources which are open both to htm and to myself— 
and from private statements from gentlemen of 
the highest resp^s/ability cognizant of the facts. 
It is the uniformrSteport oosaiag to us from Kan- 
sas, that there is 1 i%ecided, and unqualified afid 
almost an unmitigated disinclination ou the part 
of the people to accept the Lecomptou Constitu 
tion. I tsust my friend is answered. And now 
I ask him whether he would force any Constitu 
tion or form of government upon any people 
against her will? 

Ma. Peyton. I will reply to my colleague very 
frankly and very candidly that I would not. 

Mr. Underwood. I knew, sir, that there 
was a Kentuckv spirit beating in my friend's 
bosom which would keep him from such a 
course. % 

Mr. Peyton. Will my friend permit me to 
state mv own position in regard to this matterr 

Mr. Underwood. I hope my colleague will 
not exhaust too much of my time. 

Mr. Peyton. I ask him whether in all State, 
county, and Presidential elections it is not well 
known that there are more or less improper 
fraudulent votes polled? That there have been 
fraudulent votes polled in Kansas I have but 
little doubt, and I have as little doubt that in any 
election, from the first authorizing of the con 
vention down to the final ratification, there have 
been vo'es enough withheld to have changed the 
result. My asylleague says that if the fraudulent 
votes on the ratification of the Constitution were 
thrown out there would bo only 2,700 votes left 
Well, that may be so; but then those who did 
not go to the polls authorized tttose who did to 
vote for them, and this left a clear majority of 
2,700 votes in favor of the Constitution. Now I 
ask my friend if he thinks that the votes cast on 
the 4th of January were all legal? I say that 
out of the 10,200 votes cast on that day against 
the Lecompton Constitution 9,600 were polled in 
those registered counties where the pro-slaves* 
party had cast 6,000 votes in favor of the Const* 
tut ion? ^ 

Mr. Underwood. In regard to the legality of 
that election, my friend will bear me witness that 
I have, at least, endeavored to establish the prop 
osition that these elections were not of such a 
character as to demand of the people to come to 
the polls, and hence, that his position does not 
apply, that those who stay away from the election 
authorize those who go to vote for them. My 
friend asks me in regard to the 9,600 cast in the 
cjunties which had already given 6,000 majority 
in favor of the Constitution; and I ask him if he 
will venture to say, on his integrity as a gentle 
man, and a statesman well informed on this sub 
ject, that he believes that the Lecompton Consti- 
tution is the will and voice of the majority of the 
people of Kansas? I speak merely -of the ques- 
tion of numbers, not of the question of legality, 
because I have disposed of that. ^ 

Mr. Peyton. I shall answer your question, 
fairlv nnd properly. 

Mr. Underwood. I know you will. 

Mr. Peyton The remark which I made in re 
gard to the 9,600 votes wa* for the purpose o- 
calling my colleague's attention to this fict, th 
out of the 10,250 votes polled on the 4th of Ja 
uary, 9,600 votes were polled in registered co 
ties where 6,000 votes had been polled in favor of 
the Lecompton Constitution. i 

Mr. Underwood. I only asked vou vour opia 
ion, whether you believe the Lecompton Consti- 
tution was the will and voice of the majority o 
the people of Kansas, and whether the votes in 
its favor were fraudulent or not? 

Mr. Peyton. That is my opinion. I frankly 
tell you now that I do not know who has the m> 
jority. The list received is sufficient to *IatI%fv 
me that the contest is a close one, and I have no 
idea that the nnti Lecomptonites have such an 
overwhelming majority as tbey claim. 

Mr. Underwood. While my friend may thus 
remain in doubt, the authentic documents pro 
douced before the Congress of the United States, 
and which have been heretofore adverted to bv 
manv a speaker, satisfy my mind and remove all 
doubt as to what the will of the people of Kan 
sas is in respect to that Constitution; and that is, 
that they are pre eminently against the Lecomp- 
ton Constitution. 

Thus stand the facts; and the naked question 
is, shall we admit Kansas into the Union at the 
instance and request of 2,9-17 of her people, or 
shall we not admit her at the like instance and 
request of 10,226. If figures could decide it, it 
seems to me easy of solution. If the sublime 
truths which underlie the American republics, 
whereby majorities govern in their organic laws, 
it seems to me the question is easv of solution. — 
But we are told that the vote on the 4th of Jan 
uary came too late. Too late for what? Too 
late to tell us what the people of Kansas willed? 
Certainly not. 

But we are told that it was irregular and revo- 
lutionary for them to have expressed their will in 
any other form, or at any other lime, than in the 
form aud manner directed in the Lecompton Con 
stitution itself. That is remarkable, for it gives 
to the Lecompton Constitution validity before it 
assumes to possess it — makes it the law before it 
is accepted by Congress — and assumes for the 
people of a Territory, in their colonial or depen- 
dent condition, the power whenever they see 
proper to call a convention, to make absolute 
laws, supplanting, by their own mere force, the 
pre-existing authority exercised by the Territo 
rial Legislature established by Congress, and 
without the consent of Congress. But, again, is 
not this still more remarkable, as coming from 
those same Lecomptonites who contend that even 
after their Constitution has successfully passed 
through all the forms of law. been ratified by 
the people, and approved by Congress, that im 
mediately thereafter the peoDle may disregard all 
its provisions in regard to its alteration or amend 
ment, and change, alter, or abolish it at pleasure; 
and yet, before the constitution is established, 
while it is yet in Jieri, or the progress of estab- 
lishment, that same people can do no act to arrest 
it. Mr. Chairman, both these propositions can 
not be true; and common sense has but little dif 
ficulty in determining which is true. I have al- 
ready shown that there is no such legality in the 
proceedings which led to the formation of the 
Lecompton Constitution as estops the Congress. 
Indeed, sir, Congress, in the admission of new 
States, has thus far been limited by few rules of 
legality, technicality, or form. It has acted up 
on the various cases according to the facts which 
attended them, ever carrying out the will of the 
people of the new State, however expressed, or 
however ascertained. One thing the Congress 
has never done, that is to admit a State into the 
Union under a Constitution contrary to the well 
known wishes of her people. This, if ever done, 
will first be done in Kansas. Her people have 
expressed, in every form they can cammand, their 
determined opposition to the Lecompton Consti 
tution. A majority ol nearly ten thousaud of her 
people tell you not to accept it as the fundamen- 
tal organic law of the State; her Legislature, by 
a unanimous vote, beseeches you not to do so; 
and even the officers elected under the Lccomp 
ton Constitution itself protest against your doing 
so. 

'•We, the officers elected under said Constltotion, do 
most respectfully and earnestly pray your honorable 
bodies not to admit Kansas Into the Union under said 
Constitution, and thus force upon an unwilling people 
an organic law against their express will, and in viola- 
of every principle of popular government.** 

Signed by Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secreta- 
ry of State, State Treasurer, and Auditor. 

Against these solemen and earnest appeals 
why should we seek to admit her under the Le 
compton Constitution? Above all, why should 
the South seek to admit her? What will we gain 
by it? Mr. Chairman, we shall gain a loss — 
We shall set instructions, which t>eing taught, 
may return to plague the inventor. This will iu- 
evitably be the case in regard to the new theories 
now inculcated for the ready overthrow of Con- 
stitutions by the unrestrained fiat of majorities. 
We show ourselves, perhaps, willing to 



| our peculiar institution against the will of the 

! majority of those amongst whom we would carry 
j it, giving the majority opposed to us, should they 
have power, pretexts (w disregarding our right 
and our property. But if those consequences did 
not follow we gain no foothold for our slaves in 
Kansas, siuce the advocates of admission under 
I the Lecompton Constitution themselves tell the 
i people there that they may turn slavery out as 
soon as you get the Constitution in. I would 
have the South play no such paltry game I 
would rejoice to have Kansas a slave Sute, if she 
could be permanently so with the consent of her 
people. I will not violate the general principles 
of free government, whereby the American peo- 
ple are authorized to establish their own institu- 
tions in their own way, for the paltry advantage 
of having Kansas forced into the Union under 
the Lecompton Constitution as a slave Sute for 
a moment, to be scorned aud kicked out instantly 
thereafter and forever. 

But we are told that the admission of Kansas 
under the Lecompton Constitution will localize 
the slavery excitment and give peace to the coun- 
try. 

I believe this to be one of the profoundest de 
lusions that ever presented itself to an intelli 
gent mind. Leave a people free to settle their 
own institutions, aud they cannot long remain 
excited. Restrain them, and it is the inevitable 
outbreak of the American heart, north and south, 
and every where, to resist you. I believe in my 
conscience that to force the Lecompton Constitu- 
tion upon the people of Kansas against their con- 
sent, expressed in so many forms as I have shown 
you, will be to sound the tocsin for a wilder, and 
deeper, and far more pervading popular commo 
tion than any you have ever known. It will not 
be confined to Kansas, but, rolling from its level 
plaios.it will sweep through the northwestern 
prairies and the mountains of New England, until 
every hamlet and village, and town and counly, 
will be instinct with excitement. 

On the contrary, do justice to Kansas; do not 
to her what you would not have done to your- 
selves; encompass her not with nice technicalities 
of law; but suffer her people to speak and act their 
will; extend to them, in fast, what you profess to 
extend to all in theory — the right to regulate 
their domestic institutions in their own way, and 
my life for it, peace will prevail from one end of 
our beloved country to the other.

ITT We have thought that it might be at once 
instructive and arousing to take up the different 
arguments used bv Lecompton Democrats, one 
by one. and show their inconsistencies with each 
other, aud their utter worthlessness considered 
by themselves. This we have already done to 
some extent, but we propose again to bring 
them up in brief review, and let the country see 
them all together, and estimate their value 
Here in Kentucky we constantly here it stated 
that the admission of Kansas, with the Lecomp 
ton Constitution, is a great Southern measure, 
and as often listen to the stale and false charge 
that those who oppose it arc leagued with Abo 
litionUts, if. indeed, they are not Abolitionists 
themselves. Southern Democratic papers d« 
clare that it is a sectional question, aud denounce 
Southern Americans, not for having done wrong, 
but for having opposed their section. But the 
Richmond's^, whose Democracy aod attach 
ment to the interests of the South cannot be dis 
puted, says that the admission of Kausas under 
the Lecompton Constitution, according to the 
recommendations of Mr. Buchanan, "will give 
the shell to the South and the oyster to the 
North.*' In its issue of March 5»4ih the South 
says: 

"Mark you, this principle which the South is so 
anxious to have affirmed is not that netr slave 
Slate* shall b- admitted into the Union ; it amounts 
simply to the recognition of the poor fact that 
the North may evncrously condescend that a 
>• ■:• with a slave Constitution, hut inevitably an 
Abolition State, with the power of its Government 
placed in the hands of a party to sbolitionize it 
on the instant, may, under such peculiar circum 
stances, be admitted into the Union." Is this 
"principle ivorth anything to the South* • • • 
1 he practical coi^equence of the rejection of 
Kansas may not be so disastrous after all; it may 
even be an acceptable event to the South " 

The North Carolina Observer, [ Democratic.) 
March 19111, says: 

The Southern members had, however, so fully 

committed themselves to the measure, under the 
deceitful pretence that it was a Southern oieas 
ore, that we suppose thev could not well turn 
about the instant that they discovered the crown 
mg fraud. The South is most e-iregiously cheat- 
e l in the whole affair. They c.et the shadow, 
whilst the North gets the substance. 

The Washington Union, the recognized organ 
of the Administration, from which the Kentucky 
Democratic papers take their cue in denouncing 
Southern Americans, has time and again de 
dared the question to be purely a party issue and 
no: at ail sectional: since in no event could any 
advantage to the South possibly be gained. The 
President himself recommends the admission of 
Kansas as the shortest way of making a slave 
Territory a free State. In his special message 
on Kan«as, he says: 

"It h»s been solemnly adjudged by the highest 
judicial tribunal that slavery exis's in Kansas by 
virtue of the Constitution of the United States. 
Kansas is therefore at this moment as much a 
slave State as Georgia or South Carolina * • 
Slavery can therefore never be prohibited in 



Kansas except through the means of a constitu 
tional provision; and in no other manner can this 
be obtained so promptly, if the majority of the peo 
pledesireit, pn his first message he admits that 
the majority de desire it.) as by admitting her into 
the Union under her present Constitution." 

Again, Mr. Buchanan says: 

"If the majority of them desire to abolish do 
mestic slavery within the State there is no other 
possible mode by which it can be effected so 
speedily as by its prompt admission." 

Th ; s i- the t:;e.s-i»e which wa* endorsed by 
the Southern Democracy, and it is not denied 
that an overwhelming majority of the people of 
Kansas arc opposed to slavery. The Southern 
men admit it by their unwillingness tosubmit the 
question to the people of Kausas, and the Northern 
Abolitionists are so fully convinced of it that 
they are willing to desert their long cherished 
doctrine of Congressional interference and sub 
mit the question of slavery entirely to the people 
of Kansas. It is not denied that the Legislature 
ol Kansas and State officers are free State men. 
and that the Congressman elected is a Re 
publican; nor that two Abolitionists will be 
sent to the Senate as soon as Kansas is admitted 
under the Lecompton Constitution. With these 
facts and with such excellent Democratic author 
itv before us, we ask in what is the admission of 
Kansas, under the Lecompton Constitution, a 
Sou'hern measure? What will the South gain by 
it? What will she not lose? 

Another of the untenable positions assumed by 
the Lecomptonites is. that an enabling act is uot 
necessary to the admission of a State, but when 
ever the Territorial Legiidature sees fit it can 
call a Convention to frame a State Constitution 
and that Congress is constitutionally obliged to 
admit the Territory into the Union under that 
Constitution, provided it be republican in form. 
We do not propose to enter upon any lengthy 
discussion «,f this question, but will content our 
selves with citing some high Democratic author 
ities upon the subject. In the case of Michigan 
this exact question arose, and during the debate 
that distinguished expositor of Democracy, Mr. 
Buehar.an, said: 

"We have pursued this course [that is to dis 
regard informalities] iu regard to Tennessee, to 
Arkansas, and even to Michigan. No Senator 
will pretend that their Territorial Legislatures had 
any right tthateeer to pass laws enabling the people 
to elect drlegaUs to a convention for the purpose of 
forming n •** Constitution. It was an act of

"As it threw off the authority of the United 
States over the Territory." 

He proceeds to sty: 

"And that we are left at liberty to treat the 
proceedings as revolutionary, and to remand her 
to her Territorial condition." 

In the case of Arkansas, during the Admin 
istration of Gen. Jackson, the question arose, 
how far the Territorial Legislature was compe 
tent to inaugurate the preliminary measures to 
cast off its Territorial existence and to prepare 
to assume the attitude of a State? This question 
having been submitted to his Attorney General, 
Mr. Butler, he, after arguing the subject, used 
the following language: 

"Consequently, it is not in the power of the 
General Assembly of Arkansas to pass any law 
for the purpose of electing members to form a 
Constitution and State Government, nor to do 
any other act, directly or indirectly, to create 
such new government. Every such law, even 
thouph it were approved by the Governor of the 
Territory, would be null and void. If passed bv 
them notwithstanding his veto, by a vote of two- 
thirds of each branch, it would still be equally 
void." 

This was the ground taken by the administra 
tion of Gen. Jackson, and has never been denied 
until the case of Kansas arose, and some excuse 
for secession was sought. Any law passed by 
the Territorial Legislature of Kansas— which pos 
sessed no greater authority than the Territorial 
Legislature of Arkansas— initiating a Conven- 
tion, was null and void. But we have still later 
authority than the above extracts. It will be 
remembered that the Territorial Legislature of 
California called a Convention to form a State 
Constitution; the Convention having framed a 
Constitution submitted it to the people, who 
adopted it and applied for admission as a free 
State. A large portion of the ultra Southern 
men protested against the admission of Califor- 
nia under that Constitution, because the Territori- 
al Legislature had no power to call a Convention, 
and they threatened secession if Congress at- 
tempted to legalize the action of that Legisla 
ture and Convention. Fortunately Mr. Clay 
interposed with his Compromise measures and 
a disruption was avoided. On the records of the 
United States Senate, there is a protest'against 
the admission of California, containing the fol- 
lowing grounds for opposition: 

First — That it gave the sanction of law, and 
thus imparted validity to an unauthorized action 
by a portion of the inhabitants of California. 

Second —Without any legal census, or other 
evidence of their possessing the number of citi- 
zens necessary to authorize the representation 
they may claim. 

Third— Without any of those safeguards about 
the ballot box, which can only be praiided by law. 
and. WHICH ARE necessary t ascertain the true

Fourth— As "not having sufficient evidence of its 
'the Constitution j having the assent of a majority of 
the people f <r wliom it was signed."

Kansas recently presented herself and claimed 
to be admitted into the Union as a State, under a 
Constitution made by a Convention not author- 
ized by Congress, and elected by only a small 
portion of the people of Kansas — without any 
census having been taken, without any legal safe- 
guard thrown around the ballot box, and uot 
only without evidence of its having the consent 
of the majority of the people for whom it was de- 
signed, but with evidence that tfie majority of the 
P'opU are die dedly opposed to it ; and still these 
same Southern Locofocos now wish to dissolve the 
Union because Congress has done the same thing 
with Kansas, under nearly similar circumstances, 
that they desired to do with California in 1850, and 
threatened to dissolve the Union then unless it 
was done. What consistency! 

Another portion of the Democracy contend 
thst the Kausas bill was an enabling act; and the 
entire argument .or the admission of the State 
rests on the legality of the Convention under this 
set. This position is taken by Mr. Buchanan, 
and of course destroys the force of the other, that 
the Territorial Legislature, independent of Con 
gress, has the legal right to call a Couveution; 
for if the Territorial Legislature possesses such 
power it is an act of usurpation in Congress to 
pass an enabling act, and the Kansas bill would 
be an infringement of the sovereignty of the Ter- 
ritory. Although Mr. Buchanan and a number 
of his adherents now contend that the organic 
act establishiug the Territory of Kansas was an 
enabling act, we apprehend that it will be dim 
cult for them to give any good reason for such an 
opinion. We defy them to point out the clause 
in the Kansas bill which gives to the Territorial 
Legislature the power to call a State Convention. 
The organic act merely gave to the Territorial 
Legislature the power to pass laws for the gov- 
ernment of the Territory, but gave it no authori 
ty to destroy the Territorial government of which 
it was itself only a part. This doctrine has been 
but lately assumed by the Democracy. Presi 
dent Pierce evidently did not believe in it when 
he recommended to Congress to pass an act au- 
thorizing the people of Kansas to form a State 
Constitution, with which recommendation Con- 
gress refused to comply. At the last ses- 
sion Congress time and again refused to 
permit the people of Kansas to form a State 
Constitution, and when they presented one 
formed without the consent of Congress, it was re- 
jected. Would Pierce have requested Congress 
to pass an enabling act for Kansas if the Kansas 
act would have answered the purpose? And is it 
it to be supposed that Pierce could not see that 
which Buchanan says is too evident for argu- 
ment? We will renew this subject at another 
time.
